"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  cf  March  16,  1940,  contains  a  dispatch 
from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.'  of  Alexandria,  dated  March  1,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

Preparatory  operations  on.  the  Ir.rA  tc  be-  pi  mted  with  cotton 
ere  nearly  everywhere  comp]',tod.     Sowing  Ms  already  begun  in  Upper 
Egypt  and  also  since  the  20th  of  February   in  the  Central  and  South 
Delta.     The  temperature  has  been  below  normal  for  a  week  and  this 
may  have  a  somewhat  unfavourable  effect  on  the  germination  of  the 
seed.     The  supply  of  water  has  been  in  some  cases  inadequate  and 
complaints  have  been  heard  from  cultivators  in  the  North  and  North 
Central  Delta.

LOMG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Hie  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  April  14  states  as  follows: 

"Increased  inquiry  for  extra  staple  cotton  and  particularly  for  selected 
shorter  cotton  featured  spot  cotton  markets  here  and  in  other  New 
England  centers  during  the  past  week  or  two.    Buying  has  readied  sizable 
proportions  in  some  quarters  of  the  market,  and  prices  all  along  the 
line  have  moved  higher  as  the  buying  cleaned  up  all  the  low  priced  offerings

"Quotations  on  the  longer  types  have  firmed  up  slightly  because  of  the 
expectation  that  buying  must  begin  soon  and  the  knowledge  that  available 
offerings  of  cotton  ranging  longer  than  inch  and  five  thirty-seconds  is 
very  scarce  and  hard  to  find.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICAN-EGYPTIAN

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egypt inn 
cotton  during  the  month  of  March  as  1,278  bales  of  500  pounds. gross  weight, 
compared  with  1,608  bales  in    February  and  2,208  bales  in  January.  The 
mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having  been 
4,279  bales  in  March,   compared  with  4,584  bales  in  February  and  5,492  bales 
in  January.
